dreaded 
bronchial 
disease 
which claimed 9.904 lives in the 
commonwealth last year. 
Its aim is to effect a slashing 
reduction in the annual toll. Dr. 
Edith McBride-Dexter, secretary of 
health, revealed th at serums, effec­ 
tive in the treatm ent of certain 
types of pneumonia, will be dis­ 
pensed free to those financially u n ­ 
able to pay 
“When a patient is suspected of 
having pneumonia, he nearly always 
has it.” she claimed. 
“It is im portant to realize the 
germs which produce this illness 
are unable to overthrow the resist­ 
ance of an individual in vigorous 
health. 
“Pneumonia frequently starts with 
a chill, followed by a high fever, 
pains in the chest and side and a 
hacking cough. 
Quite often, with 
tissues weakened by a cold, pneu­ 
monia follows. 
It may also be 
brought on by irritation from gases, 
dust and chemical fumes, severe 
injuries, operations performed with 
ether or chloroform, overwork, lack 
of sleep and exercise, exposure to j 
wet and cold. 
“With the first symptoms of the 
disease, the patient should be put 
to bed and made to stay there un­ 
til he has fully recovered.”

Three Straub boys, of Straub Beach, 
near here, have three bucks to their 
credit before the season opens. The 
youngest, Detm ar Straub, Lad the 
unusual experience of shooting an 
albino fox squirrel while hunting 
near his home. While he was exam ­ 
ining the kill, his dog scared up a 
five-point buck, which ran toward 
the creek. 
He followed with his 
companion. Bill Douglass, of this 
place, and both saw the buck try 
an “Eliza” act on the thin ice which 
covered the stream. 
When it was about half way across 
the buck slipped, breaking the ice. 
It floundered around in the deep 
water, unable to break the ice to the 
shore. The boys ran to a house and 
phoned Slippery Rock sportsmen, 
who gathered to help with the res­ 
cue. 
Breaking the ice as he went, 
Douglass swam to the struggling 
ri^er and attached a rope to its 
horns. It was dragged to shore but 
was so far gone that it died despite

session by Mr. Roosevelt’s stand on 
farm legislation, will rise again in 
housing legislation and the presi­ 
dent's proposal for a cut in high­ 
way funds.

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State Housing 
Program Will 
Get Under Way 


State wide Conference To Be 
Held At Harrisburg On 
December 17 


(In te rn a tio n a l News Service) 
HARRISBURG, Nov. 29.—Penn­ 
sylvania's $52,000,000 
housing 
and 
slum clearance program was to get 
underway this week, it was disclosed 
today with the announcement of a 
state-wide conference here on De­ 
cember 17. 
Anxious to get its p r o g r a m 
launched in time to receive a por­ 
tion of the $526,000,000 which the 
Federal government has appropri­ 
ated for housing, the State Housing 
Institute will map details on Penn­ 
sylvania's plan here next Wednes­ 
day. 
Called by Dr. Edith McBride-Dex­ 
ter, secretary of health, the confer­ 
ence this week will stress the neces­ 
sity for prompt action on the part 
of the local authorities. 
The statewide meeting was called 
by the office 
of 
Gov. George H. 
Earle. 
Through 
its 
housing chairm an, 
Charles V. Doyle. Pennsylvania has 
already applied for $52,000,000 of the 
federal funds. Doyle, who made the 
request of Nathan Straus, national 
housing adm inistrator, said the first 
state and city allotments would be 
forthcoming from the federal gov­ 
ernm ent around the first of the 
year. 
In stressing the need for haste, 
Pennsylvania officials point to the 
serious shortage of low cost hous­ 
ing in virtually every section of the 
state 
and 
the 
large number of 
building trades workers out of work. 
Meanwhile, a bulletin instructing I 
local authorities how to set up their 
housing programs was sent out by 
the state board.
